How He Satin Parliament and Voted Big 
.. Sums to Himself. [ 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 8.—|Special.}|—Today 
Thomas McGreevy admitted that the subsidy 

offered by Sir Hector Langevin and Sir 


| Adolph Caron to the Stannes railways was in- 


tended mainly for his benefit to compensate 
him for giving up his shares in the Baie des 


Chaleurs railway. McGreevy also admitted. 


that in the case of the cross-wall contract he 
had given information to Larkin, Connolly &

New Yorx, Aug. 8—[Special.}—H. M. 
Flagler, who is Secretary of the Standard Oil 
trust, authorized a retraction of the statement 
he made Wednesday last as to the association 
of Standard Qil men with the Economic Fuel 
and Gas company. Mr. Flagler said: 

“When I made my statement denying that 
gentlemen connected with the Standard Oil 
company had any interest whatsoever in the 
Economic Fuel and Gas company I did so un- 
der a misapprehension of the facts. 1 have 
not the slightest desire to do any person an 
injustice. I believe that unintentionally and 
through ignorance of the facts I have allowed 
myself to do injustice to some of my friends. 
- I have since learned that the statement of 
Henry H. Rogers concerning his interest in 
the company is positively accurate. I am 
only too glad to say this, 

‘*T can very readily understand how I came 
to make the error the other day. I did not 
see any newspaper reporters, but communi- 
cated with them through my private secre- 
tary. These reporters told my private secre- 
tary that the newspaper accounts of the 
Economie Gas company said that. it 
was in fact a Standard concern. I told 
Mr. Beardsley, my private secretary, to 
say to them that 1 did not know that it was 
a Standard concern ; that I did not know any- 
thing about the matter, but I did not believe 
it was, in any sense, a Standard corporation 
associated with Standard Oil people.

Thousands to Journey to Treves from All 
Parts of the World, 

New. York World: The pilgrimage of 
Americans to Europe to look upon the holy 
coat of Treves has begun. That isa long 
journey to look upona relic. But this is an 
extraordinary relic—the most sacredin the 
keeping of the Catholic Church, 

To be sure, certain ecclesiastica have dis- 
credited its authenticity. But the masse of 
people in the Catholic Church believe it is the 
garment the Savior wore, 


THE HOLY COAT OF TREVES. 


When the announcement was made thatthe 
coat would be on exhibition this year it 
aroused much interest angng good pgp 
in America. Almost meg rp 
grimages were arranged. frat to go fe 
on the steamer Friesland ot the Red Star 
which sailed for Antwerp last Tuesday. 

Very old and famous is the City of Treves, 
in Rhenish Russia. It lies on the right bank 
of the Moselle, a ruin of former magnificence. 
In Treves are found the finest specimens of 
Romanesque architecture, Very splendid is 
the cathedral. A hundred years ago the city 
library contained 100,000 volumes, But the 
city is celebrated above all other. things be- 
cause in it is treasured the holy ‘coat, which 
has received the most devout veneration from 
all good Catholics. 

It was St. Helena who gave the coat to the 
city. Itissaid she was born in Colchester 
England, late in the third century. bao aid 
not accept Christianity until she was eighteen. 
Then her zeal was extraordinary. er pil- 
grimage to Palestine in the fourth century is 
a famous svent in the history of the Catholic 
Church. The object was to secure the cross 
upon which the Savior was crucified. 

She found three crosses. .The holy one was 
distinguished because it was said a mere 
touch healed a helpless invalid. While search- 
ing for the cross St. Helena found the coat— 
the seamless coat. She secured y was 
considered positive proof that ‘tlie Savior 
had worn the garment just. before crucifixion. 

When St, Helena returned to Europe she 


‘spent many years in Treves, which was then a 


famous religious center. She presented the 
coat to the cathedral. 

The first mention made of the coat was in 
tne fourth century. It appears in the Gesta 
Trevirorum, For centuries after that it was 
exhibited regularly. The Bishop of Bruno 
was consecrated in it in 1121. In 1196 it was 
translated from the chair to the high altar of 
the cathedral. 

Then came the wars of the middle a In 
order to preserve the coat it Was p in 
the Castle of Ehrenbreutstein. There it re- 
mained for centuries, safely hiddén away. In 
1810, with the permission of Napoleon, ae 
Bishop of Treves and ay had i 
brought back to the cat ral. 

It was made a veligs ous festival. “When it 
was placed upon exhibition 220,000 people 
flocked to sec it. It was exhibited every seven 
years until 1844. That year its exhibition was 
one of the greatest religious excitement, 
Eleven bishops and over two million of the 
laity flocked to the city between Aug. 18 atid 
oe dng There were 9,000 from the United 


For a number of years petitions have been 
made to the government asking for permis- 
sion to exhibit the holy coat. Hitherto it had 
been rufused. Now it is expected that there 
will be a tremendous movement to Treves, It 
is said that 100,000 will go from America, On 
the Friesland 132 sailea.

were kept burning as the funeral passed. 
These ‘ candelabra were arranged in a row 
along the edge ofthe sidewalk on the entire 
block on the north side of Oneida, between 
River and East Water streets. They consisted 


evergreen. The urns contained an inflam- 
mable material, which was set on fire when 
the fureral approached, and were kept 
burnmg until’ it passed. Fearing that 
the flame from these urns i might 
possibly spread to the building Chief Foley 
of the fire department was on hand with a de-

‘been taken their services were not needed. 


The Stadt Theater, of which the deceased was 
a director, was heavily draped in mourning.

Then they 
bunched their torches in the gutter and al- 
lowed them to burn out, while they took car- 
riages at this point, as did also tle pallbear- 
ers, wno had walked beside the hearse. The 
pallpearers were Capt. Pabst. E. W. Cole- 
man, George Koeppen, Julius Muehle, Arnold 
Huehting, Otto von Ernst, Ferdinand Welb, 
and Julius Gugler. The interment was at For- 
est Home Cemetery. Covering the grave was 
a baldachin consisting of a black canopy-like 
cluth covering suspended from four posts in 
the tops of which were burning candelabra. 
Not a bit of the earth which had been re- 
moved from the grave~ was to be seen, the 
whole being banked with flowers and 
cedar branches. The entire affair, which 
was most beautiful in effect, was arra 
by the German artists and actors of the city.

Balmaceda and the Insurgents Separated 
: byvan Impassable Mountain Range, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Aug. 8.—Aquilla J. 
Daugherty, United States Consul at Callao. 
Peru, who has just returned from that country, 
says: 

The present war in Chile is the most ridiculous 
revolution I ever knew or read of. It does not 
deserve the name of revolution. The revolution- 
ists are stationed at TIquique, several hundred 
miles from Santiago, where Balmaceda has his 
headquarters. Balmaceda has a force of 90,000 
men at his command. and the imsurgents have 
7,000, Between these two capitals of tne oppos- 
ing forces lies a mountain range that is simply 
impassable by any armed force.

THE WHOA-HAWS AND THE GODAMS. 


Two English Words the Indians Learned 
from the Bullwhackers, 

New York Evening Sun:. The discussion m 
the Evening Sun of the Century Dictionary 
defination of the word Sheeny; its possible 
derivation from the Hebrew curse, Misah 
Meschina, and the reference to the word 
Godam in Littre’s Dictionary of the French 
Language a8 synonymous in popular parlance 
with Englishmen, arising from the use of the 
word by British soldiers during their occupa- 
tion of Paris, retails to my mind an inci- 
dent on the plains that happened more than 
thirty years ago. While this may not be par- 
ticularly worthy of sunlight, 1t shows as forci- 
bly, as it is characteristic of the Indians, how 
fp people pS misapprehend words of a lan- 
guage they do not understand. e 

In ante-railroad times, as is generally 
known, caravans of cove wagons carrying 
8,000 pounds, transported the supplies for the 
people and United States troops beyond the 
plains. A succeagsion of trains containing 
twenty-five or thirty of these wagons, each 
drawn by five pair of oxen and in charge of a 
wagon-master, wéte constantly passing over 
the great trails that led westward during the 
grass season. The drivers, or bullwhackers 
as they were calied, exercised a bountiful pro- 
fanity, andswung.& long, heavy lash that 
cracked like a pistol as they pursued their oc- 
cupation or touched up a lazy steer. 

n the winter of of 1859-’60 a train was dis- 
patched, an unusual occurrence, from Inde- 
pendence, Mo., to New Mexico. On reaching 
a point 200 miles beyond the last Kansas set- 
tlements the roads were found in such bad 
condition that it was necessary to treble teams 
crossing creeks—thirteen yoke of oxen ona 
single wagon, 

One day a party of Cheyenne Indians came 
into camp from the direction we were going. 
The wagon-master anxiously inquired the con- 
dition of the roads up the Arkansas River, and 
if they thought they could get through. Of 
course no [Indian would give any information 
until he was well fed. e Indians were, as 
usual, very hungry and eating was a protracted 
operation. Then being furnished with tobac- 
co they smoked awhile and discussed in their 
own language the question whether the teams 
could getthrough. At last the chief, with the 
gravity that only an Indian warrior can put 
on, delivered in a tentious manner their 
uni verdict: 

“The whoa-haws may get through; the 
godams never can.”’ 

The simple redskin had dividea the lan- 
guage the ox driver of the plains habitually 
applied to his team, making the first sentence 
refer to the cattle and the last to the wagon. 
The language of the Indian . decision and its 
peculiar absurdity brought down the camp. 
These names stuck to the wagons and oxen on 
the plains many a day.

Three Hundred Boston Women Preparing 
to Spring a Sensation. 

Bostor, Mass., Aug. 8.—-[Special. ]—Boston 
has a new dress reform club which promises 
to do something. Some 300 women have 
banded together with the serious purpose of 
appearing on the streocts the first rainy Satur- 
day in October in a short skirt, made up of 
waterproof cloth in dark colors peneoing but 
one inch ortwo below the knee, with heavy 
boots and long gaiters made from mackintosh 
cloth.

Great Work of Elevating the Pennsy!- 
vania Tracks+How the Plan Would Suit 
the Shore and Rock Island Roads 
. iting the Cost—Philadelphia Will 
Next Be Honored by a Visit, 
New Youx, Aug. 8.—[Special. /—After the 
Chicago City Fathers had washed and break- 


fasted at the St. James Hotel this morning 


they started out. to examine the elevated 
tracks of the Pennsylvania system over at 
Jersey City. They reached New York about 8 
o'clock this morning on the New York Cen- 
tral “limited.” The train left Rochester 
about 9 o’clock last evening and all were 
pretty well tired out by the evevts of the day. 
In coming into the city this morning consider- 
able interest was taken in the manner in 
which the New York Central road enters the 
metropolis, From Harlem almost to. the 
depot the tracks are depressed and the trains 
Toll into the center of the city at full speed. 
The members of the committee, however, 
are apparently firmiy convinced that the only 
practicable plan for Chicago is the elevation 
of tracks. They were naturally in a hurry to 
get over to Jersey City, and as little time was 
lost as possible at, breakfast. On the 
way down to the ferry the Alder- 
men stopped at the city-hail to pay 
their respects to Mayor Grant, but 
his Honor was notin and the attendant ex- 
tended an invitation to the Westerners to call 
again Monday morning. On reaching the 
Pennsylvania Depot on the New Jersey side 
Chairman Madden, Ald, Kent, and Assistant 
City Engineer Cook were delegated to cail 
upon Martin L. Gardner, the engineer of the 
Pennsylvania company, having charge of the 
work. Mr. Gardner kindly furnished the 
members of the committee with such data as 
were desired, and also went with them to in- 
8 the work, which is not entirely com- 


pleted. 
Is Spending Millions, 


The Pennsylvania company is spending sev- 
eral millions of dollars in improving its ter- 
minal facilities at this point, and the princi- 
pal feature of the work is the elevation of the 
tracks. A new depot has been built at the 
wharf. The train shed shelters thirteen tracks, 
and extends from the ferry landing almost to 
Green street. The tracks are raised fourteen 
feet. The company in making this improve- 
ment.is operating under an ordinance passed 
by the City Council in 1886, the Board of 
Street and Water Commissioners looking after 
the interests of the city. 

The Pennsylvania reaches its depot over 

ilroad avenue. Prior to the passage of the 
ordinance permitting it to elevate its tracks 
the company a right of way on the street 
sufficient to accommodate a two-track system. 
In lieu of elevating the tracks space for a 
four-track system was granted and a portion 
of the distance six tracks. From Warren 
street, the western terminus of the yards, west 


to Henderson street, a distance of 750 feet, the » 


elevation is on an embankment inclosed in a 
retaining wall of solid masonry. This section 
is covered with six tracks. From Henderson 
street west 3,000 feet the tracks rest, on an 
iron structure that greatly resembles the Lake 
street elevated road, except that each bent 
has three columns instead of two. According 
to the contract with the city the company 
guaranteed a head-room of thirteen feet at 
each street intersection, but in most in- 
stances it has been more liberal and the head- 
room over one or two streets is as much as 
fourteen and one-half or fifteen feet. There 
1s a girder under each rail and the distance 
from the base of the girder to the bore of the 
rail is a little over five feet. The columns are 
made of plate steel and are eighteen inches 
square and rést upon ten feet of masonry. 
the first course being three feet of conerete 
eleven feet square. Thecap of the founda- 
tion is a granite rock three feet square. 

In several instances it was necessary to cut 
the intersecting streets down to city grade and 
this expense was borne by the railroad com- 

ny. The headroom is provided in every 
instance without any depression in the street. 
The company has also agreed to pave Railroad 
avenue under the structure and absolutely re- 
linquishes any right to the twenty-four feet 
which if owned, city now has the 
use of the street to the point where 
the embankment commences. West of 
the 3,000 feet the tracks are raised 
on an embankment not inclosed by a retain- 
ing wall. The streets are crossed by iron 
bridges resembling the iron work, and in the 
general structure only one street is closed. It 
inte the tracks just westof the yard and, 
it is claimed, was useless anyway. 

A Mound ot Solid Rock. 

Several years were occupied by the company 
in removing a mound of solid rock in order 
to provide arlace fora yard to store cars. 
The actual work of elevating the tracks has 
been done this year. It was accomplished 
without interfering with the operation of 
trains by ‘first mrp btemen two tracks. When 
these tracks were completed the others were 
elevated. 

Chairman Madden and the members of the 
committee are convinced that the Lake Shore 
road and the Rock Island could elevate their 
tracks at a much less expense than has been 
incurred by the Pennsylvania company at 
Jersey City. Mr. Madden says that the dam- 
age to the abutting property in the case of the 
Lake Shore wpuld be very much lighter than 
in the case of the Pennsylvania company. In 
fact, he doubts if there would be any 
damage at all, for the reason that the 
elevated tracks here. are built in the 
center of a street while in Chicago there is a 
wide alley on each side of the Lake Shore and 


Rock Island. The raising of the tracks would 


in no way affect access to these alleys and the 
abutting property as is the case in Jersey 


City. - 

The committee will next visit Philadelphia 
anid inspect the elevated tracks there. It is 
thie intention to call upon Mayor Grant Mon- 
day before Jeaving the city. 


HORRORS AT THE NATIONAL MUSEUM, 


Dried Heads, Human Scalps, and Necklaces 
of Fingers. 

Washington Star: The National» Museum 
does not go in for horrors, but some gruesome 
things are to be found there nevertheless. 

For example, there are two human heads 
from the Upper Amazon, dried in a weird and 
extraordinary fashion. The natives on the 
high slopes of the Andes delight in chopping 
off the heads of their enemies and preserving 
them for ornamental and other purposes. 
Their method is to make acut with a knife 
around the lower part of the neck and draw 
the skin off over the head, taking care to pre-

Finally, the 
head, thus bereft of its skull, is filled with hot 
gravel, which makes it shrink. The hot gravel 
is renewed as often as nay be necessary until 
the head has shrunk to quarter the size of that 
of a new-born child.

It can’t be in- 
creased without disintegrating the m 
with which boilers are constructed. 

‘Until we find some other material than 
the common gteel with which the modern 
boilers are made we must be content with our 
present pressure. There are plenty of mate- 
rials that are well adapted for‘such a purpose, 
such as some of the new alloys, but. they are 
too costly and rare to be put into Boilers. I 
remember the day when we looked upon com- 
mon steel in that light. The day will prob- 
ably come when we can use aluminum and its 
compounds, At present nickel steel seems to 
be promising in this connection, and I should 
not be surprised if we should be able soon to 
conduct some experiments in this line.’’ 


MOLASSES MAY BE USED AS FUEL. 


Louisiana Planters Pianning to Substitute 
It for Coal in Making Sugar. 

The large crop of sugar which Louisiana is 
raising this year has greatly complicated the 
problem as to what to do with the molasses. 
With a crop of 550,000,000. of sugar 
there will be 700,000 barrels, 27,500,000 gal- 
lons,- or ,000,000 pounds of molasses, 


which the planters do not know how to get 


rid of. 

The output of molasses in Louisiana is now 
so great and there is no market for the lower 
grades, and it does not pay to sell them. Last 
year the molasses got down to five, six, and 
seven cents a gallon. The barrel in which it 
was put cost often twice as much as its con- 
tents, and the freight to New Orieans was a 
great deal more than the molasses was worth 
when it. got there. Consequently man; planters 
gave it away to any one who would send them 
a barrel and. pay freight. Others dum 
it in big reservoirs in the hope that the p 
would rise. Tens of thousands of gallons 
were emptied into the Mississippi River and 
Bayou Teche, _. aes ah a 

The overproduction of molasses this year 
will be even greater than it was.last year, and 
the planters are trying to find some use for an 
article which formerly wag one of their most 
valuable produ be yl now is a nuisance.

Loxpon, Aug. &—“ It will give me pleasure 
to give you all the information that will prove 
of interest to you about my wanderings over 
the world,” Mrs, Potter said yesterday in re- 
ply to a correspondent’s request for an inter- 
view. Mrs. Potter ie at the Hotel de Hollande, 
Rue de la Paix, in Paris, with her father’s 
family. She has changed in her appearance 
during her two years’ absence in Australia 
and India. There is less nervousness in her 
manner and almost a youthful, happy expres- 
sion in face. She is paler and thinner than 
before. Her hair was arranged in a loose coil 
and her dress was of dark-blue cloth, with a 
low-cut close-fitting bodice with cloth straps 
on shoulders, over a pink silk skirt, the front 
of the bodice embroidered in gold and held at 
the waist by a handsome Chinese silver belt. 
Mrs. Potter said: 

“Thave had a large dose of success, the 
best tonic on earth fora tired out person. I 
have been in Australia, where they never 
speak of me as ‘a society woman’ or an act- 
ress, but as an artist. I am satisfied with the 
results of my Australian tour, where I made 
a fortune, and I have been happy in my work, 
in which I have pleased the critics, and as I 
am an American I am glad to have my coun- 
try know my success. 

“My future plans are not settled. I am 
waiting for news from my agent, Mr. T'win- 
ing of Australia, who is now in London, and I 
expect to go to Kngland in a few days fora 
short time, then return to join my fatlier 
and mother, and then go to acure. I 
have partly promised to return to Calcutta to 
take a theater for the season, which opens in 
December; they expect me to come, but I 
shall not decide until I go to England. IflI 
open in London I shail play my répertoire. I 
have had an offer from Mr. Stetson, but I shall 
not return to America soon, 

“The reports. about my divorce and mar- 
riage to Mr. Bellew are only gossipy charges 
in the newspapers. They have said every- 
thing else they could about me, and this story 
is another sensation. I enjoy the glorious 
privilege of being independent. I would not 
give up my liberty foranything, and I do not 
want a divorce: Iam free, for no one can 
say anything to ‘a woman who is seeking noth- 
ing from any one and is making her own 
money.”’ 

When asked if she would marry again Mrs. 
Potter: said: “It is very foolish to say what 
I would or would not do, but Ido not beliéve 
in matrimony for an artist, and I think that I 
would never marry again. It is three years 
now since I have seen ‘my little daughter. I 
was not permitted to see her before leaving 
America. Ametican law does not consider 
any actress the proper guardian for her child ;

PENNSYLVANIA COMMENCES TWO SUITS. 


Litigation Growing Out of the Bardsley Def- 
alcations. 

Hazrztsspure, Pa., Aug. 8.—The Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania has fired the first shot 
in the litigation growmg out of the Bardsley 
defalcahons. Two suits were entered today— 
one against the County of Philadelphia and 
the other against John Bardsley, late City 
Treasurer. The first is to recover the per- 
sonal property tax for 1890, amounting to 
$622,013, and the sesond for license taxes, 
amounting to $527,604, less credits of $160,000 
on account of taxes paid by brewers, brokers, 
theaters, and wholesale and retail liquor deal- 
ers since the first settlement and during the 
months of March, April, and May, 1891. 

Under the construction of the act of June 1, 
1889, the county is required to pay into the 


Treasury the entire amount of personal. 


property tax for 1890, less the 1 per cent com- 
mission of the County.,Treasurer. When this is 
done the Auditor-General will iesue his war- 
rant for $259,937 in favor of said tax under 
Sec. 16 of the act of 1889. On the 30th of last 
December the Auditor-General issued a war- 
rant of $150,000 as part payment of the one- 
third amount, and June 13, 1881, there was 
paid $150,000 on the general account which 
was included im the settlement.

“Why, London is a city full of art treas- 
ures. The English are rich and have collected 
from the ends of the earth. Their houses are 
crowded with fine pictures and art objects. 
The changes of fortune have thrown things on 
the market, and so in London the lover of art 
has a better chance to get beantiful things 
than anywhere else in the world, I think. it 
delights me. Ah, how I enjoy the tranquillity 
of this grand old metropolis. People are not 
always thinking of the cancan. Ali is ear- 
nestness. How I appreciate the personal lib- 
erty and freedom from officiél surveillance of 
England. 

‘In Paris there were always three or four 
policemen stationed about my house watching 
my movements and prying into my affairs. I 
had no means of ridding myself of this es- 
pionage. Here ifa man should attempt to 
hang about my door I have only to complain 
to the nearest policeman to have the nuisance 
abated. Itis all so well arranged and the 
Judges in the courts are so tree to act accord- 
ing to the dictates of justice and law regard- 
less of the wishes of the government.

CHICAGO FORGING AHEAD OF NEW YORK. 
The New York Sun finds fault with Tus 
Tarsuns for stating that ‘“‘New York must 
annex Brooklyn before 1900 or yield the first 
place to her Western peer,” and says “the

We ‘ciel dropped the growth of Chicago 
from 2.18 of the last decade to 2 for the next. 
Mark the point that whereas New York ex- 
ceeded Chicago in 1860 by 696,479, she only 
outoumbered this city 413,500 in 1890, al- 
though she had the advantage of pitting near- 
ly eight times Chicago’s population in ’60 
against her. Chicago’s 109,000 has expanded 
in thirty years to 1,100,000, or doubled over 
ten timés, while New York’s 806,000 has not 
doubled in the thirty years! That “points the 
moral and adorns the tale.” ; 

If both cities continue to increase in popu- 
lation at the same rate as from 1880 to 1890 
the close of the century will see nearly 500,000 
more people in Chicago than in New York, 
andi the number will be at least as great even 
if we should increase no faster than durmg the 
decade ‘which included the panic of 1873. So 
the point made by Tux Trisunz is abundant- 
ly. justified, though found fault with by the

First, topographical position. New York is 
situated on a narrow meck of land or island, 
cut off from the main shores by a wide river, 
with no room for expansion except towards 
the north; while on the other hand we are 
iiiseieat tax tiv the tonal weled aba om cme eile 
only, and have indefinite room for spreading 
out to the north, west, and south over a great 
fertile plain. Theresult of this is apparent 
in the greater comfort of the dweilers in this 
city. In New York even the man of wealth is 
practically limited to a frontage of twenty- 
five feet for his residence lot and has no room 
for either fresh air or exterior ornamentation, 
while here the man of small means can ob- 
tain double that frontage, and wealthy men 
can command a half or a whole block for their 
residence, thus adding to the attractiveness 
of the city as well as the comfort of the 
family.

ELEVATE THE RAILROAD TRACKS. 
Several City Aldermen have undertaken an 
excursion to the Eastern cities ostensibly for 
the purpose of investigating the workings of. 
the elevated track system with a view to its 
application in Chicago, It is probable, how- 


ever, that the City Fathers are more intent on’ 
pleasure than on business, though they appear | 
to have put in considerable time at Rochester 
in examining the elevated track system there, | 
which is a completé success, obviating the. 


construction of viaducts and providing for 
safe grade crossings at the same time. But | 
the advisability of the elevated track system | 


has been fully discussed in Chicago in the | 


Council, in public meetings, and in the press, 
and the conclusion has been reached that the 
plan ought certainly to be adopted in the case 
of at least three of the great trunk lines—the 
Illinois Central, the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, and the Rock Island. 

No viaducts span these lines at the present 
time. ‘The elevation of their tracks can be 
secured without obstruction to any roadway 
traffic and without disturbance to any public 
highway. On the contrary, such elevation 
will remove obstructions from scores of im- 
portant traffic thoroughfares, and the eleva- 
tion can be made at a comparatively slight 
expense. to the railroad company. At the 
same time no interest will be injuriously af- 
fected by the elevation except the purely per- 
sonal interest of a few people who have side- 
track priviléges along the lines. The representa- 
tives of the three railroad corporations named 
have intimated that they are ready to raise 
their tracks twelve feet if the Council so de- 
crees. They have talked something about the 
city contributing to the expense. But they 
are not serious in that matter. The Ailder- 
men, on the other hand, have hitherto insisted 
that the elevation shall be fourteen feet. Fut 
according to Tas Txrisuns correspondent at 
Rochester a twelve-foot elevation has been 
found sufficient, and only in a few instances 
has if been found netersary to depress the 
streets. | 

It is undoubtedly within the power of the 
Council to compel the railroads to adopt the 
elevated track system for the better protec- 
tion of life and property. Take the Illinow 
Central road as a cas¢in point. It can be 
compelled under the common law to erect 
viaducts, and to bear all the expenses of the 
erection of the same, at Fifty-first street, 
Fifty-fifth street, Fifty-ninth street, Sixty- 
third street, and other crossings within the 
city below the point where its line turns from 
the lake shore southwards. During the 
period of the World’s Fair some such safe- 
guards will be necessary. The Illinois Cen- 
tral will, during that period, run a train back 
and forth every minute. Under the circum- 
stances great loss of life at the grade crossings 
would be umavoidable. The people would not 
tolerate the slaughter, and the railroad would 
have to pay dearly for ifs work of destruction. 

It ie cheaper to elevate the whole tracks 
than to putin viaducts at the principal cross- 
ing streets, and it is generally understood that 
the Illinois Central is ready to elevate its 
tracks and of course bear all the cost of the 
same, 

The managers of the Rock Island “and the 
Lake Shore reads are also in a rather accom- 


| modating frame of mind about the elevation 


of their tracks, and if the Council takes hold 
of the project in thorough earnest next 
month on convening a satisfactory arrange- 
ment may be reached. The elevation of the 
tracks through Rochester cost the New York 
Central $2,500,000. An attempt was made. to 
make the city stand part of the expense,’ but it 


failed there.as it will certainly fail here. The 


cost to either of the Chicago trunk lines named 
would not be much more than it cost the New 
York Central in a fifth-rate town like Roch- 
ester. The elevation would pay the railroad 
companies here in the end. It would facili- 
tate their business and would to a special de- 


} gree facilitate their suburban traffic. There 


is no reason why the Aldermen on their return 
from their pleasure trip should not report in 
favor of track elevation on the Rochester plan 
and give their powerful assistance to enforcing 
it on the three trunk lines nained especially. 

When they are working on the elevated track 
system the other roads-can be dealt with. 


DOWN-DRAFT COMBUSTION. 

Some months ago the city put m a set of 
six boilers of about a hundred horse-power 
each in its electric light plant at the corner 
of Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue. The 
combustion is effected on the recently intro- 
duced plan of “ down draft.” The grate bars 
are hollow and filled with water which is 


heated by the fire. Theair is taken in at the 


top of the coal bed and drkwn down through 


| the burning fuel, then made to pass under a 


bridge (water back) also filled with water. 


Several inquiries have been made in regard | 


to the performance of these boilers, which are 
claimed to almost completely consume the 
fueland take up all the available heat. The 
questions cannot be explicitly answered in the 
absence of expert tests of the performance of 
the apparatus. 

But there is no reason to doubt that it does 
good work, better than any up-draft boiler in 
the city. It makes more steam to the ton of 
fuel and produces much’ less smoke. It is 
only fair to say thai when “driven hard,” 
coal being piled on in large quantities, even 
the down-draft process'will make some smoke, 


but only when hard pdshed. Under ordimari- 


| ly careful firing the combustion is well-nigh 
complete, as it ought to be, for the plan ob- 
viates the very difficulty hitherto met with of 
the gases from the coal rising into cool air

Theoretically the plan is in 
the line of eorréct scientific reasonmg, and in 
practice thus far it produces no more smoke 
than does the Murphy contrivance, which has

_ of them have fallen into the habit of taking 
Several or many swigs of whisky a day. Sa- 
_loonkeepers are always anxious to keep on 
the blind side of the man qith the club on the 
beat, and there are others who are ready to 
treat him in order to curry favor_with him. 
So that with the best intentions on the part of 
the Superintendent it will not be soeasy to 
enforce this order. There is but one way to do 
it, and that is to dismiss every man who breaks 
‘the rule. Ifitie known that no influence, 
Aldermanic or otherwise, can save an offender 
from dismissal then those men who can con- 
trol their appetites for whisky during hours 
of duty will keep out of the saloons. As for 
those who cannot the sooner they are off the 
force the better for the public service. The 
‘Superintendent says that half the cases that 
‘come before the Trial Board are of drunken- 
ness. , If the officers are forced to keep out of 
the saloons when at-work the number of cases 
will be diminished greatly. 


HOW THE FARMERS ARE TEMPTED BY 
DEAD SEA FRUIT. 


begun preaching to the farmers of this State 
those false but faseinating follies which have 
captivated the minds of so many grangers 
elsewhere. Itis not unlikely that he will make 
@ good many converts, for a time, and it is 
not surprising that such should be the case. 

There are a number of Illinois farmers 
who owe money. They have not paid for the 
lands they bought, or they may have given 
mortgages to raise anoney to tile-train and 
fence their farms, and buy stock, and build 
barns. They have given notes for agricult- 
ural machinery. They have store accounts 
which are pressing forsettlement. They have 
to meet the interest on their borrowed money. 
That is a hard job when crops are poor and 
prices low. To do it takes pinching. The 
wives and children have to go without many 
things they need. Purchasing a piano nust 
be postponed, or the pew carziage, or the silk 
dress. 

There comes along a gabby, solemn man 
who says that if the farmers only choose they 
can cure these pinches. They can have the 
great Federal Government for a creditor in- 
stead of the money-lenders, manufacturers, 
and storekeepers who are their present cred- 
itors; that they can mortgage their lands to 
the Federal Government and it will issue scrip 
notes to them wherewith to “pay off” their 
obligations ; thatthe loan may be for an indef- 
inite period—40 or 50 years—and that instead 
of having to pay 6 and 7 per cent interest, they 
will have to pay but 1 per cent, and that, too, 
in “cheap money.” Naturally this catches 
the imagination of the listener. Almost no 
interest, a whole generation for payment, and 
a creditor who can be pacified by the Congress- 
man from the district if there is any delay in 
mterest pay ments. 

There are also a gregt many farmers who 
are anxious to “put more money into their 
business,”’ to make improvements and buy 
stock and machinery. They refrain from do- 
ing so because they do not like to pay the or- 
dinary rate of interest and incur a debt which 
may be difficult to meet at maturity. But 
when they are told that the great government 
will loan them any amount of funds at 1 per 
cent a year and they may have the use of the 
money at that rate for fifty years or longer, 
and can pay it off with “cheap money,” they 
become as eager to borrow as city merchants 
would be if offered loans oa the same easy 
conditions. Every one of the latter would 
double his busmess if he could get capital on 
those astonishing terms. 

These captivated farmers are not at all dis- 
turbed by the proposition that this money 
which the Federal Government is to loan 
them shall be fiat shinplasters with scarcely a 
particle of purchasing power. If Peffer were

(1) That their iseue was 
limited to barely $400,000,000, whereas the 
present proposition is to issue billions of scrip 
fiat; (2) that the high prices were due to the 
depreciation in buymg power of the greéen- 
backs; and (3) that while the farmer got 
large nominal prices for his produce he paid 
oe high prices for everything he bought. 

The former is remembered, the latter is for- 
gotten. ‘There was a great demand for crops 
and manufactures, a large percentage 
of the adult males was in the field fight- 
ing, and had to be fed .and clothed and 
armed by those who staid at home. A few 
years later, 1873, and before the greenbacks 
could be redeemed, the country was overtaken 
by a terrible financial panic and all busi- 
ness prostrated. It took seven years to re- 
cover from it. Peffer never says anything 
about that panic. 

Time and again the attention of the farm- 
ers has been called to the utter break-down of 
every attempt to run a country on irredeema-’ 
ble scrip money. The fate of the Confederate 
shinplasters and Continental currency and 
the French assignats has been pointed out to 
them, and they have been asked to look at the 
present state of affairs in Argentina,. caused 
by cheap scrip money. They have been 
shown that the great reason why the green- 
backs kept up as well as they aid was the 
small issue and the expectation that they 
would be redeemed in coin soon after the end 
of the war, while the feature of the scrip the 
Alliance calls for is that it never shall be re- 
deemed in coin. But they are deaf to reason, 
facts, experience, or argument, They say: 
“If the experiment failed once there is no 
“reason why it should now. The circum- 
“stances have altered. What small Argen- 
“tina could not do big United States can.” 
That is, a little boy cannot lift himself by 
his boot straps but a strong man can! 

It is hard to fight against this dead weight 
of misconception, ignorance, and unreason, 
but the safety of the country dépends on do- 
ing so steadily until a few fundamental prin- 
ciples in political economy -have been ham- 
mered imto the heads of millions of superficial 
minds, 

LIMIT OF WORLD POPULATION. 

Mr. Ravenstein, a member of the British As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science, has 
been amusing himself with a computation of 
the probable limitation of the supply of human 
sustenance on the earth, He estimates the 
population of the earth in 1890 at 1,468,000,000, 
and its rate of increase per decade as 8 per 
cent. Then he takes the area of all the habit- 
able land in the world at a little over 46,000,- 
000 square miles, only 28,000,000 of which are 


fertile. The latter he estimates to be capable 


of maintaining 207 people to the mile, this be- 
ing founded on the statistics of 176 for India, 
295 for China, and 264 forJdapan. Roughly 
speaking the earth is supposed to be capable 
of sustaining 6,000,000,000 of people, and at 
the present rate of increase this limit will be 
reached in a little less than 200 years from 
now. 

This is all very fine, but there is no proof 
that the population of the earth will quadru- 
vie in less than the next two centuries. 
Starting with eight persons at the time of the 
deluge the increase would have averaged but 
a trifle over four and a half per cent per dec- 
ade to reach the present total, and while 
there is no doubt the present rate of increase 
is greater than that the statistics indicate the 
rate of augment to be diminishing. The in- 
troduction of the arts of peace and civiliza- 
tion, the modern phase of which may be dated 
from about 1760,and more recent improve- 
ments in sanitary science, have much in- 


creased the average length of human life. 
But the same civilizing processes have tended 
todecrease the size of the family, and this 
tendency is so marked as to wartant the in- 


ference that the recent rate of increase is a 
phenomenal one, not likely to be m aintained 
through the coming centuries. Butif itshould 
there is no occasion for worry about the fate 
of rae ie pose ag of a few generations hence. 
it above stated is computed on the 
supposition that the food-producing capacity 
of the earth’s surface has already reached its 
maximum, which we are obliged to believe is 
not the case. The wheat fields of England 
produce twice as much grain to the acre as 


does the average field in the United States, and 


this great difference is not due to better soil or 
climate, but simply to more careful and sys- 
tematic cultivation, When the necessity, 
therefore, arises, if it ever does, we can easily 
double our production of wheat on the area 


now occupied in the growing of that grain, 


and the people of this country are only just 
beginning to open their eyes to the 
magnificent possibilities offered for the future 
by artificial irrigation of many millions of 
acres of land within the limits of tne United 
States. A similar remark may be made for 
the soil of several other countries, and that is 
far from all that can be said on the subject. 
When tilled in garden fashion the soil of the 
old country produces several times as much 
food as by the usual cultivation with the plow 
and other farm implements, The allowance 
of 207 persons to the square mile of land now 
classed as fertile is much too small for the 
possibilities of the future. I¢ amounts to 
more than thtee acres for every man, woman, 
and child, to say nothing of the vast areas 
that have yet to be brought under cultivation 
by being artificially watered, and perhaps also 


artificially heated by the improved processes | 
of cultivation to be introduced on a grand 


scale, perhaps in the next century. : 

So far as can now be reasoned it appears 
probable that the food producing capacity of 
the earth’s surface will be found equal to the 


annual wants of at least twelve billions of 


people, instead of the six named in the limit, 


and it may even be found that fifteen or | 


twenty will find sustenance, provided the race 
expands to that extent in the years to come, 
The apparent conditions of the problem have 
changed wonderfully since the. time when 
Malthus excited fears on the subject of the 
food supply and hinted at the possibility of 
being obliged to restrict human productive 
| ness because that of the soil could not be fur- 
ther increased. In any event we must per- 
force find solace in the scripture statement

The London Review of Reviews for Atigust: 
In a year of comparative dullness and inac- 
tivity for the United States as a whole and for 
the world at large, the City of 
ways and proverbially expansive and energetic 
—is now preéminently the busiest and most 
buoyant place on the tace of the earth. If. as 
has been well said, the greatest exhibit at the 
Columbian Exposition will be Chicago itself, 
it is also true that by far the most notable and 
appreciable result of the Exposition will be 
found in its reacuon upon the‘city where it is 
to be held. Chicago would hardly seem tu 
have needed an additional stimulus to prog- 
ress ; yet 1ts success in securing from Congress 
the location of the World’s Fair has proved to 
be a crowning incentive under which the mag- 
ical city achieving all kinds of new magical 
things that would be dazzling beyond any 
precedent, but for the sele, incomparable 
achievement of the rebuilding of the city after 
its annihilation by fire twenty years ago. 
The hard struggle at Washington that was

ceedingly fortunate. They aroused local pride 
to the point of working miracles, while they 
served also to discover particular defects and 
lacks upon which Chicago’s energy could pro- 
ceed to apply itself. . 

Permanent Improvements. 

Thus, in anticipation of the world’s critical 
presence in 1893, a gréat variety of publie and 
private improvements will have been avcthally 
accomplished which, bet for thi definite 
stimulus, might have been delayed for dec- 
ades. If Chicago were much smalier and less 
rich in resources, the Exposition excitement 
might lead to an unhealthy and finally disas- 
trous sort of inflation. .But the Western me- 
tropolis is quite beyond ali such dangers, It 
can permanently sustain any increase of Val- 
ues or excess of business and prosperity that 
tne Fair may oevasion. The new manufactur- 
ing developments of the city and its suburbs 
are nothing short of amazing. The construc- 
tion of new business buildmgs of all kinds is 
proceeding upun a scale that nothing in any 
other city in the world would even suggest as 
comparable. Great steel-framed structures 
of from fourteen to twenty stories in height 
in the very heartof the city are among 
the novelties that are already becoming mat- 
ters of course to Chicago people. The fa:nous 
cable system of strect railways is already iu- 
adequate and elevated roads are building. 
Two years will revolutionize the transit sys- 
tem. Chicago has never been a very badly 

verned municipality, ifcompared with our 

astern cities, from the point of view ota 
fairly honest and effective outlay of the reve- 
nues prov.ded by the taxpayers. its parks and 
boulevards are a monument of wise and liber- 
al poner: Ite school system is bighly credit- 
able. . Ite streeta, pavements, a ordinary 
public appointments are at least much better 
than is the average in American cities. I¢ has 


always dealt with the water question in an en-. 


lig way. It has entered upon a vast 
drainage project, that is to be the largest un- 
dertaking ever assumed by an American city. 
It is trying the experiment upon a large scale 
of direct municipal electric hghting. 

Stately and Beautiful, | 

Taking it as a whole, Chicago is the stateliest 
and most beautiful of the world’s chief popu- 
lation centers, with the single exception of 
Pans. And even in the French capital there 
is nothing of similar kind and extent that can 
approach in magnificence and beauty Chica- 
go’s grand botlevard system. 

A.new city on the, Western prairies of a mill- 
ion anda quarter inhabitants, that may be 
said, practicaliy, to have been created since 
the fire of 1871, cannot be expected to contain 
everything that is desirable. But it would be 
a sad error to overlook the fact that most of 
the best fruits of the modern civilization are 
as easily mobilized and transferred as are the 
modern men themselves, and the people who 
now inhabit Chicago are, exactly Jike other 
poe. the heirs of all the ages. An ener 
localized at Chi that has effected suc 
stupendots material transformations, has not 
created a community of a low order of intelli- 
gence. It is not a little interesting and grati- 
fying to note tne social. esthetic, and 
educational progress that America’s second 
city is making. Young as the city is, itis

Considered as asoilin which to plant 
seed of the highest forms of civilization and 
progress Chicago is, perhaps, more promising 
than any other large American city. When 
one has duly considered the development 
Chicago will have made in anticipation of

for wonder and speculation in considering the 
subsequent effects upon the city’s develop- 
ment and character of so potent a preceptor 
as the Fair will be, with its thousands of bril- 
liant and impressive object lessons. 

Will the Fair Be a Success? 


There should, ere this, have been a total 
abandonment in every quarter of the mistaken 
idea that Chicago will be an unfortunate plaée 
for the Columbian Exposition to be held. 
Events will justify the designation of Chicago. 
The development of the new world that Co- 
lumbus discovered 400 years ago is what must 
in the nature of things, be mainly illustrated 
by the Fair. The progress of the Western 

emisphere in all that is most characteristic 
can be set forth at Chicago as well as anywhere 
else, and ae better. Ideal considera- 
tions could, of course, be produced in favor of 
almost any locality. ut the main point 
now is the more practical one that the busi- 
ness of the Fair is sufficientiy advanced to 
warrant the unqualified statement that there 
will be brilliant success in every res Al- 
le dissensions, delays, and financiai 
di Ities at Chicago were grossly exagger- 
ated by many newspapers. There 1s organiza- 
tion of great strength, coherency, and intelli- 
gence, actively promoting every department 
of the work. Not less important, the finan- 
cial resources of the Fair are to be unprec. 
edented. From $20,000,900 to $25,000,000 will 
be invested by the Exposition Directory and 
the Federal and State Governments, and many 
millions more will be provided by foreign 
governmenjs and by private persons, firms,

of in Novernber, 1889, when it was announced 


that Uncle John Greer, an aged and wealthy 
gentletnan who lived at that time just north 
of, Hoopeston and in the neighboring county 
of Iroquois, was in failing health, and, having 
no near relatives; had concluded to build a 
college in the thriving little City of Hoopes- 
ton. In perfetting ‘his arrangements to this 
end Mr. Greér selected three trustees, J. S. 
McFerren, A. H, Trego, and R. T. Miskimen, 
to whom he deeded lands and securities to the 
amount ‘of $60,000 with which to carry out his 
plans. The building was located on the west 
side of the city .and work commenced in 
the summer of 1890. By the time the first 
snow fell the last brick had been laid and the 
magnificent proportions of Greer College 
were the admiration of all strangers visiting 
Hoopeston and the special prde of the citi- 
zens. But by this time Uncle John was grow- 
ing weaker; his seventy-eight years of useful- 
ness and hard work had broken down the 
hitherto strong constitution and his once act- 
ive mind played him fanciful tricks. On the 
seconi day of January, this year, he died and 
was buried in Floral Hill Cemetery the Sun- 
day following. the services being attended b 
the largest number of people ever assembl 
yo cone to pay their reapects to the 


John Greer was born in Pennsylvania in 
1812. In 1833 he began flat- ing on the 
: Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers, which occupa- 

tior. he followed for six 

years, when he located 

on a farm of 320 acres

River. In 1846 he went 

to Madison Parish, 

Louisiana, and fur- 

nished cordwood for 

stea nboats.

JOHN GREER. Parish, however, and 
began farming, building levees along the river 
in the winter. Feb. 26, 1841, he married 
Miss Eliza Adams at Napoleon, Ark. Miss 
Adams was from Danville, Ill, and was 
visiti at . Napoleon . when Mr. Greer 
met r. His wooing was as  suc- 
cessful as his business ventures and the 
fair Northern lady became the partner of his 
joys and sorrows. And they Had sorrows— 
sorrows that sear the heart. They were un- 
fortunate with their children, all of whom 
died in infancy or when quite young, except 
Nelson. When Nelson was 7. years old he _ac- 
companied his mother north to Danville, IIL, 
her old home, while the father remained in 
the South to complete some large levee con- 
tracts. Themother died at Danville Feb. 26, 
1854. Mr. Greer then left the South, and with 
his son settled in, this vicinity, where he pur- 
chased 1,000 acres of land. Nelson grew to be 
a manly young fellow, the pride and joy of 
his father’s heart, but in 1867_he met a tragic 
death on his father’s farm.

The incident to be de- 
picted was where Philemon and Baucis, after re- 
ceiving the divinities incognito and serving them 
a frugal meal, fearing their guests have not had 
sufficient to eat, prepare to kill their only goose, 
which seeks refuge between the legs of Jupiter,

EXODUS OF NEGROES. 


Plans Being Arranged te Take Colored Peo- 
ple Back to Aftrica-—2,000,000 Promise to 
Go (%). 

Wasurneton, D, C., Aug. 1.—[N. ¥; Her- 
ald.|—The fifth movement since the war to 
induce a general é¢xodus of the colored people 
from the United States to Liberia is now on 
foot. Mr. Benjamin Gaston, who emigrated 
from Georgia to Liberia in 1867, and who isa 
successful farmer in that country, has been 
in Washington. for the last few days. Mr. 
Gaston was born a slave at Columbus, Ga. 
He is the authorized agent, of the Liberian 
Emigration company, an organization found- 
ed in that far-off land to induce American ne- 
groes to emigrate thither. 

Mr. Gaston has been here with Capt, John 
Murray, representing Elder, Dempster & Co, 
of Liverpool, vwners of an extensive steam- 
ship line engaged in the African trade, to 
transport the colored emigrants to Liberia. 
An arrangement has been practically reached 
whereby Capt.’ Mutray agrees to transport the 
emigrants ata minimum cost from any port 
between New York and New Orleans, Mr. 
Gaston left this morning for Atlanta, Ga., 
where he is working up the emigrant fever. 
He is evidently in earnest, pet has already de- 

pense asum of money with the National 

petnopotans Bank of this city asa guaran- 

apt. Murray befere making a contract. 
Has Faith in the Project. 

I saw Capt. Murray today :just previous to 
his departure for Philadelphia, He seeins to 
have considerable faith in a future trade with 
Liberia, and is anxious to enter as a pioneer 
in assisting an exodus to that country, which 
he believes is about to take place among the 
colored people of the South. In speaking of 
the benefits to be derived from such an enter- 
prise he said: 

“Ttisa solution, and the best one possible, 
of a troublesome question. Africa is the home 
of the black man, and there is every reason to 
think .he. wobld thrive there and attain 
the highest development. We have a thou- 
sand miiles of land waiting for settlers 
to occupy. The .climate is salubrious. 
and the soil extremely productive. It has been 
only recently found out that in our mahogany, 
which is the best in the world, we have a 
source of great wealth, as well as in the bam- 
boo ag xy cominands a ready market any- 
where sides there i6 money to be made in 
cultivating coffee, ginger,. and other tropical 
products. + 

“‘There is every inducement for the colored 
people of the South to go where they can own 
their own homes and where they are assured 
of a comfortable existence. We are ready 
with the ships at any time, and can land pas- 
sengers on the Liberian coast from any South- 
ern port in about seventeen days.”’ 


Two Millions Agree to Move. 


Mr. Gaston, befote leaving this morning for 
the South, had this to say about his mission 
and the prospects of a general uprising: 

“Tam just back from a trip in the South, 
and at Chattanooga and Atlanta made speeches 
to crowded houses, My remarks -were enthu- 
siastically received. Everywhere the people 
signified their earnest desire to leave their 
present homes. They look on Africa as the 
promised land—the howe of their forefathers. 

“LT havé two million signatures of colored 
people who are eager to get away. I think at 
least five millions would emigrate if they had 
the o portunity.

“and find no indication of excitement over 
emigration to Liberia. re is no general 
movement, nor, I predict, will there be. If 
any one imagines that the colored people are 
going to leave the United States he is mis- 
taken.

Do It Well—An Old Slave-Owner’s Aa- 
vice to a Southern- Born West- Pointer, 

Wasuineron, D, C., Aug. 5.—[(Special to 
the New York Bac ld.J—An observing’ man 
who spends a good deal of his sinse ha the 
West, and is often a guest at army posts out 
_e said today to the correspondent of the 

orld; 

“I was dining with some politicians the 
other day and made a remark which seemed 
to interest them very much. We were dis- 
cussing the recent matiny in England of the 
Coldstream Guards, and I said that among 
the very best soldiers now in the service of 
this governmeut were colored men. I gave 
instanve after instance to show how, when 
properly led, the colured troops in the differ- 
ent Indian campaigns had demonstrated ex- 
cellent fighting qualities, and in camp showed 
as perfect discipline as could be expected of 
men, Every word I spoke, too, was borne out | 
by the record. My unsupported opinion on 
this subject would not be of great value, al- 
though I have had opportunities of judging 
of the matter, but similar views are held by 
prominent officers of the army, and one of 
them, a Brigadier-General, said to me not 
long agv that in all future calculations in this 
country about war the’ recruiting from the 
cuvlored race would cut an important figure. 

“The colored man asa soldier has been 
making unobserved progress. While his 
brother in politics has become a football for 
the party leaders, kicked here and there, and 
the object always of uaseemly dissension, he 
who enlisted in the army has found snug 
quarters, yood traetrpen ia and an occupation 
appealing strongly ‘to his self-respecting in- 
stincts. His uniform has -— a new man of 
him. He carries himself all the better for | 
feeling that he is a factor, though an hamble |

work and —- it well. I could mention a 
colored cavalry iment which is rated as 
high for courage an good siocetine as any in’ 
the army. It has. repeatedly distinguished 
itself m the more recent Indian wars, and in 
camp itis a model of behavior. The 
officers, »f course, are all white, and some’of 
are of Southern extraction, and they 
speak of their men with pride.” 

“In your opinion, then, the prejudice 
against the colored man as a soldier is disap- 


pea 

** Rapidly, I have every. reason to believe. 
The situation now is different from what it 
was when the musket or the sabre was first 
put into the colored man’s hand. Then he 
was fresh from slavery. He stood on a plane 
scarcely higher than that of the anima). He 
was armed, too, to fight his old master, and 
that occasioned the prejudice against him as 
a soldier. Even in some sections of the North 
his employment by the government to. heip 
fight her battles was resented. In the South 
the step was denounced as an outrage unpar- 
alleled in history. But now ali of this is 
ch The South as well as the North now 
is to be protected by his strong arm, and my 
prediction is that if war between this country 
and any foreign power weré to be declared to- 
morrow the South would no more object to 
the employment of colored troops than would 
the North. 

** T’ll tell you alittle story that proves the 
wi of what Iam saying. Several years ago 

oung man was graduated from West Point, 
o, being Southern born and bred, shared in 
the prejudices uf his section with regard to 
colored soldiers. To his unspeakable horror 
he found himself assigned to a cvlored cav- 
al regiment. His family. were indignant 
and at once demanded that he should throw 
up his commission. He felt strongly in- 
clined to pursue that course. Still such a 
step would cost him dearly. He had just left 
school. His ambitson was to become a 
soldier. He had no fortune. He.was looking 
to his commission for his only income. 
It was therefore a matter of the greatest 
moment to him whether he should cone the 
army or conquer his prejudices and accept 
his assignment. At this critical juncture an 
old friend of his father came to his rescue. 
The old gentleman, Southern born and bted 
too, und at one time a slave-owner, advised 
him to stay where he was. inted out to 
the young Lieutenant that times had 
ch ; that a great revolution had swept 
over the country; that questions must be de- 
cided according to new lights. The old slave- 
owner, now chauged into a agen her, said 
that there was no good reason " e colored 
man should not be taken into army or 
a Be a white man should not nen him 
His advice was heeded and 
the young Lieuténant accepted the  as- 
signment. ~That he has never regretted 
doing 80 have heard from his own 
lips. I have heard him — the soldierly 
qualities of his men as highly as men can de- 
serve praise and he has said to me repeatedly 
that in riding into the hottest fight he had 
never felt the slightest distrust of his mien. 
As he puts it, they seemed ashamed not to 
fight when their officers are with them leading 
the way. The fidelity and courage they exhib- 
ited in the interests of their masters when they 
were slaves theyexhibit in the field now as 
soldiers when the interests and cofmmands of 
their superior officers cail them to duty.”’ 

“What are the colored man’s deficiencies 
as manifested in camp?” 

“Let me say, first, in answer to that, that 
the love of whisky is not one of them. Drunk- 
enness is unfortunately the chief cause uf 
trouble with white troops. It accounts for 
nearly all the desertions from the army and 
the insubordination manifested in cainp. 
White meh grow restive or moody under too 
severe camp restraint, and either feeling 
seems *e — them to whisky when they can 

et it. colored men take to gambling. 

‘hat is shots reatest vice. ‘They are inveter- 
ate players. But that does not lead to insub- 
ordination. In fact, I am told that the very 
best camp discipline in the army 1s to be 
found in the colored regiments. Deaclen: 
ness is rarely known there. 

“ All of this has seemed instructive enough 
tome. Wediscuss the race question solely 
with regard to politics. The colored. man in. 
ay makes no progress. Whc-ther it is his 

lt or the fault of the party leaders I shall 
not. moneeress to say. I may not be ualified 
tosay. But-the colored man as a soldier isa 
decided success.
